Late in the 16th Century, John Donne expressed in memorable prose the requirement that 
each person should identify himself with his fellows. “No man”, he writes, “is an island entire 
of itself; every man is a piece of the continent, a part of the main.” True words indeed. But 
today, centuries later in a changed world, Donne might find that man is in danger of becoming 
too greatly influenced, too strongly dominated by his fellow man and he is in danger of losing 
the precious qualities of thoughtfulness, insight and independence that can be derived from an 
insular existence. 

As students, many of you must have felt a rigidity in a school system that compelled you to 
do this, to learn that, to believe the other thing. You may have sensed, too, through brief experi¬ 
ences with the world beyond the school a certain deceptive conformity that is required of all 
adults. You may have noted that society and custom demand increasingly that you act as others 
do, that you buy the same cars, play the same games, dress in the same styles, eat, walk, talk and 
most dangerous of all, think as others do. And why? Because others do these things. Now, if your 
education through high school has done anything for you, we hope that it has given you a store 
of information and a desire and eagerness to think independently upon what you have absorbed. 
You may feel that you know little and have gained less by thought, yet when you compare 
yourselves with the millions on this earth who have not known a day of school, you are rich 
indeed. And so in the future, before you become completely engulfed by the pressures of con¬ 
formity and have become moulded fully into one of the unthinking mass of people, we hope 

that at intervals you will stop and say, “No. I am, thanks to an all-wise Deity, an individual 

unlike no other. I have my own feelings, my own thoughts, my own personality, my own life. 
These are the most precious things I possess. I shall agree, consent and co-operate as a member 
of society, but I shall retain some of my own individuality lest I become a cipher, one of a million. 
This I must do because I am a human being.’* 

You will never achieve exactly what you hope for, of course, but if you are resistant at times, 

you will gain self-respect, some independence and a measure of a life that is full and free.

Our second year was a very successfull one for the Senior Redmen who won the Provincial 
Basketball Championship, the Junior, Intermediate, and Senior Girls, who captured the city title, 
and Margret Withers who became “Miss Western.” 

The Western Glee Club, under the supervision of Mrs. Dobson, also won much recognition 
by performing on television and for the Rotary Club. 

We launched into our third and final year with much enthusiasm, stimulated by the sight 
of an attractive new central building. This new addition included many new classrooms, a 
library, and a larger, more modern office. 

To provide an added incentive for higher marks, a new Honor Roll was instituted consisting 
of two divisions. First Class Honors and Honors. 

The Twelfth Annual Athletic Banquet was sponsored by the Student’s Union to honor out¬ 
standing athletes. Terry White, President, was the Master of Ceremonies. The newly formed 
Girl’s Curling Team, who were the city champs, won the gallon of ice cream for the best dis¬ 
play illustrating their club activity. 

Our Drama Club, under the capable leadership of Ken Dyba, chose “Ruth Ripley” or “The 
Orphan’s Sacrifice”, as their 1960 production. The Easter Exams which were written earlier this 
year, provided an insight into the coming Departmental Exams in June. Two weeks later, the 
Queen dance was held at which Bonnie Schiffner topped the polls for Queen. This year the 
preparations for the graduation took on an added interest for us as we were the graduating 
class of 1960. 

So good-bye Western. We part filled with regret at leaving behind us the happiness and 
security of our adolescent years, but with anticipation of our next step into the adult world.
